Lunkes is an alumnus of Chi- 
cago’s Saint Benedict High.

At Saint Joe’s Lunkes has 
been on the Grievance and Social 
Committees, and this year , he is 
president of the junior class. 

In a statement made to Stuff, 
candidate Royce says: “My main 
objective is, quite naturally, the 
students. My efforts are aimed at 
the betterment of the entire stu- 
dent body— through organization, 
communication of ideas, and most 
of all unity. The students are the 
ones who deserve and must receive 
forward leadership and proper 
representation to the faculty and 
administration. I feel I am capable

In his platform, candidate 
Lunkes offers improvements in 
the three main areas of social 
life, academics and general im- 
provements. In the social realm, 
he has suggested that concerts be 
held on social weekends, mixers 
with girls’ colleges in conjunction 
with away games, and buses to 
away mixers for a nominal fee. 
Under academics, Lunkes favors 
the establishment of smokers to 
promote faculty-student relations. 
For general improvements he sug- 
gests that freshmen be given all- 
night lights, that a television room 
be set up in the Halleck Center 
which would be away from noise, 
and that there be more phones in- 
stalled on campus.; ;

i For the ,76th time spring is emerging on the Saint Joseph’s 
campus. As it does, two questions face the student body: 1) 
Will the Halleck Center, after three barren years, finally have 
grass around it? and 2) Who should be the next Student 
Council president? 

■ Early indications are that grass ideed will cover the once 
mud-slickened slopes leading to the Center. This question is 
on the verge of answering itself. However, the second ques- 
tion must be answered by someone else— the student body. 

This spring two candidates have decided to seek the 
presidential office. Both are members of the class of ’67, and 
both appear to have a fair amount of popular support. In the 
next week, as elections draw nearer, these two candidates will 
be continually in the eye of the student body. And what the 
student body sees and hears— that will determine the winner.

such, and if you read the state- 
ments he made two or three days 
after this, they make no reference 
to this. The very controversial 
part is what he made extempor- 
aneously in response to questions 
that were not a part of the pre- 
pared text. I did mot hear these 
myself, so I’d rather net comment 
on them. 

STUFF: Senator, why did you 
recently vote against the Ribicoff- 
Dominick bill? (This bill would 
have allowed a taxpayer to sub- 
tract from his tax bill a specified young men, 
share of the amount he spends 
for college tuition and fees. Max- 
imum credit would have been 
$325.) 

BAYH: This is one of the most 
difficult bills that I have been 
confronted with. My major reason 
for voting against it is that it 
seems to me the way that it was 
drafted was very discriminatory. 

Anyone having a child in college 
and paying taxes would have re- 
ceived a maximum relief of $325. 

But anyone who does not pay tax- 
es, if he be a member of the poor- 


Senator Birch Bayh (D-Ind.) 
spoke last Thursday, March 17, 
before a student assembly in the 
Saint Joseph’s auditorium. In his 
address he confirmed the country’s 
policy on the war in Vietnam and 
emphasized the importance of car- 
rying out America’s commitments 
to the Vietnam government. 

Before his talk, the 37-year-old 
Senator granted a news conference 
to members of the local press and 
radio stations. On hand in the of- 
fice of the college’s president were 
Tom Gross of WSJC and Stuff’s 
editor, Dave Muth. The following 
is the discussion that took place 
among the Senator, Gross and 
Muth. 

WSJC: Senator, how do you 
think President Kennedy would 
have handled the Vietnam War if 
he were still in office? Do you 
believe that we would be out of 
Vietnam by now? 

BAYH: Of course this is matter 
totally for speculation, but I will 
say, since you asked the question, 
probably not. The reason I say 
that is because there has been a

ber of points should be kept in mind. Among these are the 


qualities that a good Council leader must have— the ability 
to work with diverse personalities, an understanding of the 
purposes and functions of student government, an awareness 
of the policies of the college’s administration, a genuine in- 
terest in student affairs, the ability to act with integrity on 
any issue facing the students, and a mind calloused to un- 
just criticism. 1 

The president of a student body should be a good stu- 
dent in and out of the classroom. He should be able to address 
an audience of students, alumni and faculty, and then after- 
ward lend a hand in cleaning up the assembly room. He 
should be, in a manner, both administrator -andr Student. 

Either Mike Lunkes or Tom Royce could fill these re- 
quirements. Perhaps one might do a better job of it than the 


brain power we have. Now we 
have to make a determination 
somewhere along the line as to 
how we are going to meet our 
manpower requirements, and we 
have said in the past that so long 
as anyone is in school we are 
going to try to let them finish 
school before we ask them to ful- 
fill their obligation. This seems 
to be a reasonable goal as long as 
we can do this and maintain our 
manpower requirements. 

I think that we have to recog- 
nize the reality of the situation — 
that there are some people who 
would use this, not as a genuine 
desire to get an education, but as 
a subterfuge behind which they 
could hide to avoid fulfilling their 
military responsibilities to their 
country. And for this reason we 
have said that students should 
maintain a certain standard — that 
you should be making a good-faith 
effort, and that this would be the 
determination as to whether you 
were really interested in getting 
a good education or whether you’re 
more interested in escaping he 
draft. This is how all this came 
about. I think it is extremely 'im-

portanit that we recognize that our 
country isn’t founded with anyone 
having privileges that others don’t 
have. We all have a responsibility 
to answer our country’s call when 
she needs us.

great deal of escalation. We have 
to take great care that we do not 
allow this escalation to involve us 
in a world complication that could 
destroy civilization. The escalation 
has come from the communists. 
They are the ones that are putting 
in the additional number of troops 
and then we, as a result of a com- 
mitment that was made sometime 
ago and has been supported by 
three presidents from both poli- 
tical parties, have in turn brought 
in additional forces to try and 
sustain the position of the people 
who want to, oppose the commu- 
nists in South Vietnam. I don’t 
think we' can say that there is a 
Johnson position, or a Kennedy 
position or an Eisenhower position. 

WSJC: About two weeks ago 
Senator Bobby Kennedy made a 
proposal that would have the com- 
munists represented in any govern- 
ment in South Vietnam. Don’t you 
think that this might have also 
been President Kennedy’s posi- 
tion? 

BAYH: There’s a lot of discus- 
sion as to what Bobby Kennedy 
actually said and what people say 
he said. If one reads the prepared 
statement Senator Kennedy made, 
it does not make any reference 
whatsoever to the inclusion of the 
Viet Cong in the government as 


STUFF; Do you have an alter- 
nate suggestion, Senator? 

BAYH; What I had hoped we 
could do, since under the bill we 
would have been giving a taxpay- 
er relief for having a child in 
school, in order to be equitable, 
it seems to me that you have to 
do the same thing for someone 
whio does not have a tax liability 
but also has a child in school. If 
we could have done that, then I 
would have supported the bill. 

STUFF : One more question, 
Senator. Do you feel that a stu- 
dent’s grades should be used in 
determining whether or not he 
should be drafted while attending 
college? One student’s curriculum 
may be more difficult than anoth- 
er’s, and even though he may be 
the better student, he might still 
receive the lower grades. 

BAYH: One thing that we must 
be careful of is that we do not 
create in this country an “intel- 
lectual elite” in which we have a
